Services at Gymnasium Will 


Follow Parade and Com-

Approximately 75 floats are 


expected for the celebration of 
Armistice day here Tuesday, offi- 
cials of Rush post of American 
Legion, which is sponsoring the 
event, declared today. 


The parade, as has been an- 


nounced, will start on West First 
street at 1:30 p. m., will move to 
Main street and then go north to 
the gymnasium where a short 
program will be held. Rev. E. A. 
Gillum, pastor of the Morristown 
M. E. church, will be the speak- 
er and there will also be brief 
services appropriate for Armis- 
tice day.

A prize of $25 will be given to 


the best decorated float, $15 to 
the second best and $10 to the 
township having the largest dele- 
gation present in the parade. 


The 40-piece band from Mort- 


on Memorial, the state Sailors' 
and Soldiers' Children'^ Home in 
Center township, will lead the 
parade and other bands, inter- 
spersed in the parade, will be 
from the Rushville, New Salem, 
Milroy, Olenwood and Gingshigh 
schools. Eight hundred children 
from the Eushville schools will 
be in the parade as well as 
school children from ten of the 
twelve townships in the county. 


Township organizations will 


form on West First street prior to 
the parade and Rushville mer- 
cantile and fraternal floats will 
assemble on West Second street, 
near Pearl street. 


The local Legion post will pro- 


vide a squad and, a color guard 
for the parade and the Morris- 
town National Guard is ' also 
sending a uniformed delegation. 


In case of rain Tuesday after- 


noon, the parade will be post- 
poned until Wednesday, it was 
announced by Halbert Brown, 
commander of the local Legion 
post.

BURDEN ON TOWNSHIP 


City Could Use Men in Paving 


Few Blocks of Streets, 


He Suggests. 


A plan to relieve unemploy- 


ment in Rushville and take the 
burden off of taxpayers for sup- 
porting heads of families with- 
iut work, was suggested today by 
I. M. Cowing, township trustee. 
Mr. Cowing stated that the 


0wnsbip poor fund is suppprt- 
ng about 50 able bodied men 
with families, and that these 
men are seeking employment and 
would rather work than receive 
money from the township. 


It was suggested by Mr. Cowing 
hat the city 
administration 


ould avail itself 
of having 


treets paved, if the council 
would assist in outlining a pro- 
gram. This is being done in oth- 
T communities, it was stated. 
The plan would be for the city 
o pave a few blocks of streets, 
jlacing the work under the di- 
ection of the street commission- 
•r and not by contract. Mr. Cow- 
ing would supply a list of men 
who at present are living on the 
axpayers. These men could be 
>aid a workable wage, and in this 
way the labor for the construc- 
ion would practically be donat- 
d. The way it is now, Mr. Cow- 
ng pointed out, the men are ob- 
aining funds and the taxpayers 
eceiving nothing hi return. 
Mr. Cowing stated that if any 


of the men, who are drawing 
Tioney from the poor fund, re- 
used to accept the employment 
;hat~he would at once refuse 
hem aid. 
The county owns several large 


jonerete mixers and-it was be- 
ieved that one of these could be 
borrowed. In some places the cit- 
es are issuing bonds for the 
work, and figure that it is better 
to do this, rather than borrow 
money to support the needy. 


Mr. Cowing pointed out that 


construction work could be car- 
ried on a long as the weather re- 
mains moderate, and that even 
n colder weather concrete can 
be kept from freezing by apply- 
ng straw. 
The township trustee, in ad- 


vocating the plan, today -urged 
people to consider this method 
and he expected to take the mat- 


up with Mayor Trabue in or- 


der to promote the suggestion.

Amsterdam, Nov. 10—(AJ.)— 


After a tardy start and a subse- 
quent return to Amsterdam Ger- 
many's flying colossus, the DO-X 
flew away from here today for 
Calshot, England, on the second 
stage of its trans-Atlantic flight 
to New York. ., 


The first take-off was 
from 


the waters of the Zuider Zee at 
10:30 
A. M. Presumably the ship 


was off for England but she was 
soon seen landing in the haze in 
the Zuider Zee. After remaining 
on the surface of the water for a 
few minutes the plane got up 
again and continued on her way. 


Precisely at noon the giant 


ship passed over Amsterdam in 
the brilliant 
sunshine, flying 


steadily and beautifully^and its 
twelve motors making flie" noise" 
of a dozen planes. 


The plane had 17 crew mem- 


bers aboard and 23 passengers, 
including Claude Dornier, its in- 
ventor, and Frau Dornier. From 
Calshot it will proceed to Havre, 
France, Corunna, Spain and Lis- 
born, before undertaking the ad- 
tual trans-Atlantic journey.

IS FIRST BANK IN 


COUNT* TO CLOSE 


Nature of Alleged Irregulari- 


ties Not Divulged, Pend- 


ing Investigation. 


The Manilla bank, located in 


Manilla, failed to open for busi- 
ness this morning, and was in 
charge of-^Thomas Barr, deputy 
state bank commissioner, who 
was conducting an investigation 
into the finances of the concern. 


The bank closing is the first in 


the history of Rush county to 
close because of alleged.irregu- 
larities in accounts. 
' 


Mr. Barr arrived at the bank 


early this morning and shortly 
before noon stated over the tele- 
phone that he had no statement 
yet to make. 


The closing the bank came as 


a distinct surprise to the people 
of Manilla. The bank transacted 
business as usual on Saturday. 
Thomas K. Mull of Manilla,-is 
president, H. O. Gross is cashier 
and Rue Miller, assistant cashier. 
It is understood that Mr. Mull 
was the. principal owner of the 
stock, with a capital stock, paid 
in, according to the bank's June 
30th statement, of $20,000. 


It was reported in the Manilla 


community, after 
the 
bank 


closed, that it was believed to be 
overburdened with loans on farm 
lands. Just what loss will be 
incurred to depositors, if any, 
will probably not be revealed un- 
til the bank examiner has com- 
pleted his report.

He stated that the Red Cross 
helped the Greeks escape from 
Turkish vengeance and that this 
international organization erect- 
ed shelters for 100,000 Greek ref- 
ugees who were forced to return 
to their native land and who 
were now huddled between Ath- 
ens and its seaport, Pereus, six 
miles distant.

The speaker said that it was 


his opinion that the biggest work 
of the Red Cross was not per- 
formed during a war or big 
emergency resulting from a cala- 
mity, but was carried on in peace 
time through its permanent con- 
structive, helpful and upbuilding 
work.

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LEGIBLE SIGNATURES 


A Parisian newspaper recently published a 


facsimile of a decree bearing the signatures of 
President Doumergue and all his cabinet minis- 
ters. Not a single signature was legible. This 
fact appears to have aroused much unfavorable 
comment. The French public can't see why its 
statesmen shouldn't learn to write their own 
names legibly. "If they cannot learn," the com- 
ment goes, "let us go back to the custom used by 
the medieval Icings of signing documents with a 
cross." 


Illegible signatures are not confined to French 


statesmen. In our own efficient land many busi- 
ness men and statesmen and others have signa- 
tures impossible to read. Sometimes a person 
whose other writing is readable will develop an 
amazing signature which is all flourishes and un- 
decipherable scratches. 


It should be just the other way around. This 


is an age when it is no longer necessary to have 
important letters or documents written out by 
hand; good penmanship in general seems not 
essential. But the signature remains important. 
Surely anyone who really tries can learn to write 
a legible signature. There should be a campaign 
or drive or something toward this end. 


HORN HONKERS 


The city of Berlin is conducting investigations 


to see if its automobile .traffic can not move with 
less honking of horns. 


Investigations conducted by 'the police show 


that the average driver sounds his horn,- on a 
trip through the city, about five times as often as 


he really needs to. As a result, new police regu- 
lations are being prepared and the persistent 
horn-honker is going to be sat upon severely. 


Would that a few American cities could follow 


suit. The driver who honks his horn unnecessar- 
ily isn't exactly a menace, but he is one of the 
greatest nuisances our civilization has developed. 
Probably exterminating him would be too severe, 
but if it is possible to civilize him the job surely 
ought to be attempted. The horn on an auto is for 
emergency use only. 


SOMETHING ELSE TO DUST 


As if there were not dusting enough to do in 


any house, what with tables and chairs, books 
and bibelots, we are now told by scientists that 
lamps should be dusted inside as well as out. It 
appears that electric light bulbs through use be- 
come duty inside and naturally throw off less 
light. This is caused by tiny particles of mental 
flying off from the hot tungsten filament and 
settling in a thin film on the inside of the glass. 


Workers hi a lamp development laboratory have 


discovered a simple means of dusting the inside 
of the lamp. When the lamp is made, a small 
amount of metallic dusting powder is sealed up in 
it. To remove the black coating which accumu- 
lates on the glass, all that is needed is to shake 
the loose powder about inside. It is a new appli- 
cation of the old scheme for cleaning bottles by 
shaking sand and water in them. 


Housewives who install the new bulbs will no 


doubt foiled faithfully instructions for dusting. 
But hi then- simple way they will wonder what 
becomes of the dust.
